The chair waa occupied 
and a number of eloquent speakers were 
heard. The orator of the evening was 
H. A. Mackie, who spoke for 
three-quarters of an hour. Others who 
shared with him the honors were Travie 
Barker and J. W. Adair. 

The most important feature of the 
metting was the declaration made by 
Ald. Lee's representative, Mr. Barker, 
that he was unreservedly in favor of 
tenants franchise, 


this plank of the wage-carners’ platform 
so now both mayoralty candidates have 
plédged themselves to this much-sought 
change in the city charter, 

A. J. Healey was the first speaker. He 
expressed his pleasure at having both 
wage-earners’ candidates present for the 
first time at these meetings, Mr. Ball 
had been absent in the country for the 
past week but was now in (he city again, 
eager fer the contest. THe answered the 
statements of a man who expressed the 
opinion that the labor candidates were 
in the field for their own interests and 
another who said he was not in favor of 
tenant franchise. Mr. Ball one of the 
candidates, was a citizen, who had 
charge of many of the largest works in 
thy city, while Mr. Francis, though not 
80 well known, was a man of excellent 
oxecutive ability. 

Mr. Francis Speaks. 

John Francis, aldermanic candidate, 
was the next speaker. He criticised 
Candidaie Agar for his attitude on the 
tenant franchise. He was sorry to see 
at last meeting of the council that the 
building hytaw had heen again broken. 
He thought ingtead of a market alone 
there should bea market and city hall 
combined. He pointed’ out the dishon- 
esty of the employment agencies and en- 
dorsed the idea of a central bureau, 
The labor candidates endorsed Superi.- 
tendenE McLean's scheme for waterworks 
extension, He contended that the sani- 
tary laws were not impartially endorsed. 
He expressed himself in favor of muni- 
cipal pwnershiys, an eight-hour day and 
a good living wage for all employers 
upon city work. 

Eloquent Address by H. A. Mackie. 

H. A. Mackie followed. He had not 
atlonded previons meetings but by the 
papers he learned that the labor candi- 
dates were meeting with much prejudice 
and misrepresentation. Ife spoke of the 
fight that labor had made during the 
past five years for justice, The labo 
party had taken independent political 
aétt€n in the field of Federal, Provincial 
and Civic contests. The wage-earners 
candidates were taking no part in poli 
tick and had not even declared them- 
selves as to which of the mayoralty can 
dates they would support. ‘The planks 
of their platform had been drawn uw 
after deep thought of the economic and 
Philosophical principles of government. 
He criticised the attitude of Dr. Me- 
Innis on the tenant franchise and said 
ha did not show a knowledge of the first 
principles of” political economy. The 
renter jetually paid taxes ,else the own 
erapot, property were Unbusiness-like men, 
The people coming into the country were 
the factor that made the land increase 
in value, Thoso who opposed the tenant 
fritichise said that the only  qualifica- 
tion is land but outside of this there 
was the qualifigation of intelligence and 
integrity of “ ipracter such as Messrs, 
Ball and Frantéis possessed. Speaking ca 
the fair wage clause he pointed out that 
highly paid lahor was the most effeient 
labor. High, wages would add to the 
mimnicipal assets, It was a duty to the 
state to béing the wage-carners to tho 
highest poipt of physical, moral and in- 
tellectual comfort. This  conld — he 
brought» aboute-by higher wages and 
shorter hones, He charged that the city 
authorities in the past had not enferced 
the fail wage clause, He endorsed the 
establishment of parks and thought the 
cite-should have been much betler pro 
vided in.this regard. RBdmonton should 
have its publie library to purify the in- 
follect of. the lower classes of the city. 
Public wash-houses for the poorer po- 
pulation was also a great necessity, The 
streéts of Edmonton should be better 
cleaned and the pavements should not he 
‘wept off in the faces of pedestrians each 
morning in sunimer as they pass by. 
The last plank emphasized by the speak- 
er was that favoring municipal owner 
ship which he strongly endorsed, citing 
Glasgow, Scotland as an example of its 
success, The public utilities should he 
turned over to the people at the mini- 
mum cost. He closed with a plea of the 
election of Messrs, Francis and Ball. 
ti 5 Second Labor Candidate. 

F. B. Ball, aldermanic candidate, was 
the next speaker, The wage-earning class 
Must. go after what they want and work 
until they got it. He would adhere to 
the wage-earners platform to the letter. 
The tenant paid the taxes and was en 
tithed to representation. Good wages, good 
mea and good work was his theory. He 
helieved in the city doing its work by 
day ‘abor for when it was done by the 
contractors they got their gake off. The 
sooner a market came the better for tho 
working-classes. He promised, if elected, 
that Mr. Francis and himself would do 
the best they could for the working 
classes, 

Travis Barker's Eloquent Appeal. 

Travis Barker dealt almost exclusively 
with the tenants franchise and denounc- 
4 in eloquent terms those who had op- 

sed such a franchise in Edmonton in 
the past. He instanced the contest that 
him heen waged years ago in-the country 
from which he came, Great Britain, for 
the rights of the people and in flowing 
periods condemned the state of civic gov- 
ernment in Edmonton where only the 
man that owned soil could vote, 

Lee for Tenant Franchise 

After the speaker had finished he w4s 
reminded by one of the audience to make 
a reference to the mayoralty candidature 
of Ald. Lee, He stated that Ald. Lee
